IN MEDITERRANEAN 


Today’s 
War Moves

RITISH mining operations 

in the central Mediterran- 

ean, indicated today from 
London, may be the forerun- 
ner of the resumption of Gen- 
eral Wavell’s Libyan offensive 
toward Tripoli. It may rep- 
resent, too, a preliminary de- 
fence against any German ef- 
fort to transport troops to 
north Africa, seeking to rein- 
force Marshal Graziani’s final 
army remnant. 

The first presumption is more 
likely than the second. It is cer- 
tain that one of Wussolini’s prin- 
cipal military problems is the 
eventual dispos'tion of the Ital- 
ian troops who retreated from 
Cyrenaica in advance of the Brit- 
ish Libyan drive and are now in 
or about Tripoli. 

Their number may possibly total 
50,000. A force as strong as that 
ought to be able to give a good ac- | 
count of itself in defensive fight- 
ing; but equipment and supplies 
have been depleted seriously by the 
Cyrenaican disaster and by trans- 
port difficulties between Tripoli 
and Italy.

Foreign Policy and Native Fascism 

Relatively few Americans consider 
the connection between foreign 
policy and the internal structure of 
the nation. Our attitude and be- 
havior toward the rest of the world 
seem to be something apart, and to 
have nothing to do with how we 
live with each other. But this con- 
ception is false, and particularly 
false in this era. 

Fascist movements begin with for- 
eign policy, This has been true of 
every one of them. 

Mussolini's essential program was 
to build a new Roman Empire in 
the Mediterranean, the Adriatic, 
Africa and the Near East. His dom- 
estic program was a form of or- 
ganization for that purpose. 

Hitler's program was to throw off 
the Treaty of Versailles and estab- 
lish Germany as the master of 
Europe. His domestic program con- 
sisted of creating the political, so- 
cial and economic organization that 
he thought could best serve that 
purpose. 

The American Fascist 
recognized not by what he is advo- 


cating for us at home, but by what) 


he is advocating for us abroad. 
Certainly none of the forerunners 
of American Fascism are at present 
recommending drastic internal 
changes or “reforms.” 
are recommending is a change in 
foreign policy which will, if it is 


adopted, carry with it @ drastic re-| 


organization of the political parties, 
the emergence of new national lead- 
ership, and an America radically 
different from any that has ever 
existed before.

American Fascism, while preach- 
ing isolation from Europe, is design- 
ing a program of American imperi- 
alism which is a copy of Hitler's 
continental imperialism.

It consists of giving Europe to 
Hitler and Asia to Japan and Rus- 
sia, in return for a new Munroe 
Doctrine that assigns to the “Le- 
bensraum” of the United States, 
Canada, Central America, and a 
still undefined portion of northern- 
most South America.
